killed. Soon after the taking of testi- 
mony had begun today, counsel for the 
defense went straight to the main issue, 
the question whether the so-called un- 
written law justified Mrs. Birdsong’s act, 
and they secured a strong position in 
their client's favor through the court's 
ruling. | 

This ruling was asked by the defense 
in cross-examination whether Dr. Butler 
hed ever told him of his relations with 
Mrs. Birdsong. The jury was sent from 
the room and a sharp debate begun upon 
the admissibility of this evidence, The 
prosecution argued that the physician’s 
statements could be no justification for 
hig murder. 

To Show Condition of Her Mind. 
Judge D. M. Miller,, presiding over the 
case, riled first that it would be ad- 
missible to show the condition of Mrs. 
Birdsong’s mind whén she killed the 
physician, and second, that such of Dr. 
Butler's statements about her character, 
as reached her ears will be admitted as 
évidence bearing upon her mental condi- 
dion. . Judge Miller. however, declared 
_ that he will require the defense’to prove. 
"What each of the statements admitted 
were repeated to the defendant. 

The remarks about Mrs. Birdsong were 
based on notes alleged to have been 
written by her to Dr. Butler, These 
notes were not introduced as evidence 
today, nearly all the time of the witnesses 
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eye-witnesses to portiong of the shoot- 
ing. Mrs. Birdsong fired several shots, 
pursuing Dr. Butler through “his resi- 


dence. 

Mrs. Birdsong appeared calm and self- 
possessed at today’s session. Her hus- 
band, who has been indicted as an ac- 
eessory but who is not on trial, mani- 
fested keen concern in the events of the 


day. 
The “Unwritten, Law.” 

The so-called “unwritten law” is, ac- 
cording to the facts developed in the pre- 
‘Yminarv hearing of this case, the main 
issue which will be fought over in behalf 
of. Mrs. Birdsong. It was testified at this 
hearing that Dr. Butier was the cause 
of disvaraging stories in circulation in 
Monticello about Mrs. Birdsong. 

The presentation -of testimony began 
teday. There are about sixty witnesses 
and it is expected that the case will con- 
Sume all of this¢week and perhaps the 
greater part of the next. 

Mr. and Mrs. Birdsong were in court 
children, as was also the 
widow of Dr. Butler, her children and 
sister-in-law. 

The first witness was W. W. Williams, 
of Monticello, who testified that he saw 
Mrs. Birdsong fire three shots at Dr. 
Butler after two shots had been fired in 
the Butler office He said that after 
hearing the first two shots he saw Dr. 
Butler run out of his office, closely fol- 
lowed by Mrs. Birdsong, who fired one 
shot accidentally and then three delib- 
erately at the spot where the Jector had 
fallen. 

Witness was asked by the defense if 
Butler did not have a reputation for 
looseness of morals, but objection was 
made by the state and sustained. Wil- 
liams said Dr. Butler had never told him 
he had had improper relations with Mrs. 
Birdsong, but that it was his (Williams') 
son who had previously testified to that 
statement.

Bailey Admits Receiving Money. 

While Senator Bailey admits receiving 
money from President Pierce, of the 
Pterce-Waters Company, to the amount 
of sodme fifteen thousand dollars, as 
charged by Attorney General Davidson, 
he says’ that it was in the nature of a 
loan, and he returned it. and that he is 
prepared to prove his statements to that 
effect.

Pierce at onc time, when he needed some 
money in a hurry, and which he returned 
in season. He says that Mr. Pierce was 
never able to find his note when he 
went to settle it, but that he gave him 
an acknowledgement in writing. and 
that he now holds that acknowledge- 
ment, that these matters are of doc- 
umentary evidence: which should prove 
eonclusively .that.there ‘was nothing amet 
derhand about any of-his actions, such) 
as has been intimated... 

He asked Attornev Davidson today to 
furnish him. with. all. the. records : that 
pentleman held concerning drafts, etc 
that showed that he (Bailey) haq re- 
ceived monev from Pieree or the Watérs- 
Pierce Oil Company. 

A Challenge To Bailey.

“tT had hoped that you did not wish to 
descend from the exalted position which 
you hold to engage in a politcal warfare 
against m e,and believed that you would 
afford me an opportunity to examine pa~ 
rers suposed to be in Your ossession, 
which I had denounced as forgeries at a 
time when every erort of unscrupulous 
and™designing enemies is being concen- 
trated to blacken my character and rep- 
utation. 

“If it be your purpose to use the power 
of your official position in an effort to 
destroy me by the use of papers which 
I know to be forgeries; if they re..ect, 
what I am informed through your ques- 
ticns, the public prints and otherwise,

General Sentiment Was in Favor of 
Comutation for Milton and Jesse 
Rawlings to Life Imprison- 
meht—-Hard Work Done 
for Them by Attorney 

Cooper. 


Before he left his office to go home to 
dinner yesterday Governor Terrell sent’ 
a telegram to Sheriff Passmore, at Val- 
dosta, notifying him that he had com- 
muted the sentences of Milton and Jesse 
Rawlings from. hanging to life imprison- 
ment, and telling’ him to be governed ad- 
cordingly. The official order commuting 
the sentences followed the telegram, go- 
ing dy~mail last night. 

Thus is terminated one of the most fa- 
mous criminal cases in Georgia’s court 
annals. 

The prison commission took up the case 
the first thing yesterday morning and 
reached a decision _ with a surprising 
promptness. When. Attorney John R. 
Cooper reached the capitol to appear be- 
fore the board in behalf of the Rawlings 
boys Chairman Turner informed him that 
the commisaion did not consider it neces- 
sary to hear from him, as it had already 
‘been décidéd to grant the petitions for 
commutation. 

The ‘Rawlings boys wefe to have been 
hanged today and early action was taken 
in order that there might be every op- 
portunity, -to communicate . with the 
sheriff. 


Reasona for Commutation. 

The prison cOmmission bases its action 
in recominending commutation to life 
imprisonment for Milton and Jesse Raw- 
lings upon the following. reasons,. stated 
in its report to Governor Terrell: 

The father of thesg defendants, - Leon- 

_ Rawlings,’ their“ brother, 

a negro, were all convicted for 

the same crime and were all sentenced to 
be hanged except Leonard, who received 
a sentence of life impfisonment in the 
penitentiary. After numerous delays the 
father and Alf Moore have been executed 
and Leonard is now in the penitentiary. 
These defendants at the time the crime 
was:.committed were aged,: respectively, 
18 and '6 years, and were doubtless com- 
pletely dominated by their father, whose 
will would brook no opposition from any- 


ticipation in the atrocious crime must 
have been at his instigation and com- 
mand. Since the execution of the father 
and Moore public sentiment seems ,al- 
most universal that the ends of justice 
will be completely met by the clemency 
recommended which is urged by more 
than 2,000. citizens of the state from 
every portion thereof and from every 
station in life, represented by more than 
200 letters and telegrams besides popu- 
lar petitions. More than 500 citizens of 
Lowndes county have urged this clem- 
ency, among whom are seven of the jurors 
who convicted the. defendants, lawyers,

Rawlings received the news. to- 
day that their sentences had been 
commuted by the pardon board to life 
imprisonment, with no apparent emo- 
tion. Milton remarked, “Well, the ver- 
dict of the pardon board doesn’t throw 
any light on the killing of the Carter 
children.” 

Milton said that if he knew he had 
to serve his sentence out he would 
rather be hanged and be ©ver with it. 

Jesse had very little to say, and no 
one could have told from his conver- 
sation that he cared anything about 
the matter. 

“What tickles me,” said Leonard, “is 
to think how ma will took when she 
hears it.” 

All of them, united in saying that 
they were innocent. and should have 
their liberty.

This was said 
while the boys were speaking oftheir 
good behavier in prison. The action 
of the pardoning board is received 
here in various ways. Some people 
believe that the boys should have been 
hanged, others think Jesse should have 
been commuted and Milton hanged, 
while a majority believe that the 
board’s action was right.

Lincoln, Nebr..: Decefber 6.—Comment- 
ing on President Roosevelt's mesage, VW. 
J. Bryan said there was much that was 
good and much that was bad in it, but 
lc ,ymay* be regarded\as the president’s 
most important paper.-'Mr. Bryan says: 

“The message contains much .that is 
democratic and for which the general 
public may « well thank him. . It con- 
tains' some things that ought to arouse 
severe criticism: «The president boldly 
appropriates somée of the doctrines 
which the democrats have been auvo- 
cating, and, on the other hand, he an- 
nounces some doctrines which are. so 
absurd to excite amusement if the sug- 
gestions came from a less prominent 
source. In some casés he takes ad- 
vanced ground; in some cases he re- 
treats from ground already taken.’’ 

Mr. Bryan complains that what tho 
president says on government by injunc- 
tion will not be satisfactory to-the jlabor- 
ing men or to -those- who réspect the 
right of trial by: jury.- The president’ - 
stand on child labor, the eight-hour law 
and the right’ ot the - people * to critleise 
a judge is commended. 

On President Roosevelt's reference 
the Japahese question, Mr- Bryan says: 

“He pays a deserved- tribute to’ the 
progress” of the - Japanese nation;~ and 
asks for legislation which will enable 
congress to-fix the treaty rights -of for- 
eigners. « That there should be such leg- 
isletion cannot be, generally. disputed,’ but 
a great déal depends upon the character 
of ‘the legislation. . If any “bills ‘dfe’ pre- 
sented in“regard.to this suggestion,: they 
| n.ust' be eafefilly. scrutinized to:be- sure 
that. they donot deny-to the various

NEW LIQUOR LICENSE LAW 
WENT BACK TO COMMITTEE 


Aldermanic Board Met and Concure 
in Action of Council Raising Sal- 
aries—Council Got Lost in 
Labyrinth of Parliamen- 
tary Technicalities. 


The city council wrangled and jangled 
for four hours yesterday afternoon over 
the proposed raises in the salaries of 
city officials. The members got lost 
in @ labyrinth of parliamentary techni- 
calities, and stumbled about until they 
all got tired and voted to go home and 
get supper. 

Several of the members left before the 
final vote was taken. 

Nearly the entire session was given to’ 
a discussion about salary raises. 

The ordinance to increase the liquor 
licenses was referred back to the spe- 
cial committee, as a number of citisens 
wished to be heard in opposition to the 
measure. 

An ordinance wag adopted placing a- 
tax of $10 a year on concerns making 
blue prints. 

An appropriation of $2,500 was made 
to the police department with which to 
furnish the city with 100 extra police- 
men during the Christmas holidays. 

To the Grady hospital $1,500 was given 
with which to purchase a new boiler. 

The sanitary department was given 
$1,500, which had been appropriated and 
taken away. 

The Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
Railway Company was given a right of 
way through the city dumping grounds 
for $3,000 cash. 

An ordinance to change the name of 
Madison avenue to Spencer avenue, in 
honor of the late president of the Seuth- 
ern railway, was referred to the street 
committee. 

An ordinance to regulate the turning — 
in of riot alarms wag referred to tte 
ordinance committee. 

A report from the police department 
about two white saloons on ‘Decatur 
street selling liquor to negroes was re- 
ferred to the police committee.

Then came the ordinance making in- 
creases in several of the city officials’ 
salaries. 

Amendment substitutes and motions 
to lay on the table and reconsider were 
hurled at the chair so thick and fast

PILOTAGE BILL 
BEATEN IN HOUS 


Representative Brantley Led 
Fight Against Measure 


Argument That the Bill Invaded 
States Rights Made Many Votes 
Against It—The Vote Is 
Considered Signifi- 
cant,

Washington, December 6.—(Special.)— 


“By’a vote of 110 to 164, the bill of Rep- 


resentative Littlefield, of Maine, to abol- 
ish compulsory pilotage, was defeated to- 
day in the house. 

Representative Brantley, of Georgia, 
made an earnest argument this morning 
against the bill, declaring that it would! 
abolish the system of pilotage prevailing | 
in the southern states and enacted into: 
law by the Georgia legislature without 
substituting any other system in place 
of that destroyed. In his address, Rep- 
resentative Brantley referred to the fact 
that last year $40,000,000 of commerce 
wag handled through the port of. Bruns- 
wick, 75 per cent of which was domes- 
tic commerce. In the matter of pilotage, 


he thought each state should be left free 
to make such pilotage regulations as it 
saw fit. 
Brantiey Calls Bill Deceptive. 

He called attention to the deceptive 
which was declared to 
be a bill to remove discriminations 
against American vessels in the coast- 
ing trade, whereas it really in effect 
discriminated against those states which 
had an insufficlent number of vessels 
coming into its ports to maintain a pilot- 
age system.

Sage, which conspicuously ignored this 
doctrine. 

This bill has been the subject of many 
hearings in the committee of merchant 
'marine and fisheries and has excited great 
| interest throughout the lake and ocean 
shipping regions of. the country. 

The debate raged for four hours and a 
half, a score or more of representatives 
participating in the discussion. The 
friends of the measure openly charged-its 
defeat to thé American Federation of 
Labor. 

Many votes on the republican side, how- 
ever, were secured as a protest against 
the invasion of the rights of the gtates.

tSvery official investigation or inquiry into the criminal conduct of the 
negro troops of the Twenty-fifth infantry in “shooting up” the town of 
Brownsville, Texas, but adds to the already overwhelming weight of con- 
viction of the justice of President Roosevelt’s course in discharging. “with- 
out honor” the three companies guilty of shielding the murderers and thugs 
among them. ; 

Now comes the annual report of Secretary of War Taft, who even went 
to the extent at one time of suspending the discharge order—to which, how- 
ever. he makes no reference—wherein he |sustains the course of the presi- 
dent beyond the power of logic, coupled with misplaced sympathy, to refute 
its justice and legality. 

When one reads the details of the work of the negro conspirators in 
wreaking their vengeance for fancied insults upon unprotected citizens, as 
presented in the report of Secretary Taft, evidently from unprejudiced and 
authentic sources, the only wonder is that the punishment inflicted was not 
even more severe and far-reaching.

SANE. COUNSEL. 


The commissioner of agriculture points out that the farmers of Georgia 
are not attaining the full measure of prosperity to which they are entitled 
by reason of the state’s resources and their own opportunities. 

As reported in a recent issue of The Constitution: 

He attributes this to several facts,. among them failure on the part 
of the farmers to sufficiently diversify their crops, and sticking too close 
to cotton. The Georgia farmer, he says, is not given enough to looking 
ahead, and he gets too deeply in debt. Another evil, he says, is the sys- 
tem under which many of the land owners move into the cities and rent 
their land to lazy negro tenants, a system which at best brings only 
poor results, 

The doctrine of diversification is one that has been preached by The 
Constitution ever since this paper has been a factor in the life of Georgia. 
Our soil and our climate are sufficiently versatile and markets sufficiently 
accessible, to admit of a wide range of cultivation. 

It depends upon the farmers alone to complete their independence by 
taking advantage of these lavish handicaps of nature. 

They have been advised along this line by the most thoughtful thinkers 
in their own ranks—men whose foresight and concerted efforts have done 
so much toward insuring the south a just return for her staple crop. 

Under present industrial conditions, the prices currently obtaining and 
those likely to obtain in the future, inducements for the following of farm- 
ing were never brighter or more substantial. It is a gratifying symptom 
that figures of the last few years demonstrate the farmers themselves ap- 
preciate this fact, in that the tide is gradually turning back to the country. 

The Constitution is confident, moreover, that the system of thorough 
agricultural training now building in this state will hasten the fulfillment of 
these desirable changes in Georgia. 7

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THE PRESIDENT MISUNDERSTOOD. 

Just how the California delegation in congress could have so misinter- 
preted the reference in President Roosevelt’s message regarding the Japa- 
nese incident in San Francisco to mean that he would employ the army and 
navy to enforce the admission of the Japanese, children into the schools 
of that city is somewhat of a mystery. | . 

The president’s language on this subject seems very clearly to mean 
that he would take such steps as he indicates only to protect the rights of 
aliens in their persons and property from lawless. violence. Here ig just 
what President Roosevelt said on this subject, after summing up the situa- 
tion and the possibilities presented by the Japanese incident: 

I therefore earnestly recommend that the criminal and civil statutes 
of the United States be so amended and added to as to enable the presi- 
dent, acting for the United States government, which is responsible in our 
international relations, to enforce the rights of aliens under treaties. 
Even as the law now is “something can be done by the federal govern- 
ment towarg this end, and in the matter now ‘before yie affecting the 
Japanese, everything that it is in my power to do will be done, and all of 
the forces, military and civil, of the United States which I may lawfully 
emp oy be so employed. ‘There should, however, be no particle: of 
dowdt as to the power of the national government completely to perform 
and enforce its own obligations to other nations. The mob of a single 
city may at any time perform acts of lawless violence against some class 
of foreigners which would plunge us into war. That city by itself would 
be powerless to make defense against the foreign power thus assaulted, 
and if independent of the government jt would never venture to perform or 
permit the performance of the acts complained of. The entire power 
and the whole duty to protect the offending city or the offending com- 
munity lies in the hands of the United Staies government. It is un- 
thinkable that we should continue a policy under whitch qa given locality 
may be allowed to commit a crime against a friendly nation, and thé 
United States government limited, not to preventing the commissidn of 

the crime, but, in the last resort, to defending the people who have 

committed it against ,the consequence of their own wrongdoing.

Always a 
careful student of every problem, I be- 
lieve that his constant study was next 
to his wonderful ability and mind, the 
greatest factor in his nemarkabfe career. 
Perhaps the best index to his character 
was a remark he made to me once. ‘Hin- 
ton,’ he said, ‘if you are right in. principle, 
stick by it. Right principles are well 
worth sticking by even if you lose, or 
seem to dose, for you are certain to win 
in the end.’ In this connection I may 
say gthat he hag always lived out. this 
same principle. 

“Mr. Finley became the assistant gen- 
eral freight agent of the Chicago, St. 
Louis and New Orleans, at which time 
I was his chief clerk. It was while with 
this road, which afterwards became a 
part of the Iilinois Central, that he at- 
tracted the attention of Jay Gould, at 
that time perfecting his great combine 
known as the Gould southwestern sys- 
tem. Mr. Finley became general freigtt 
agent of the Texas Pacific at Dallas, in 
1885, having been promoted to that posi- 
tion from assistant general freight agent.

ABOUT TO BEGIN 


Postmaster Offers Sugges- 
tions as to Mailing 
Packages. 


Postmaster Blodgett has issuéd his 
yearly instructions in regard to marling 
packages during the Christmas rush 
which is now about to begin, and offers 


many valuable suggestions to persons 


who will use the mails in sending pres- 
ents to a distance. 

Every year, states the postmaster, there 
is a heavy congestion in the registry <de- 
partment due to so many packages com- 
ing on the employees at one time, a large 
number of people waiting until a day 
or two before Christmas to mail thir 
present’. This could easily be' avoided,

he suggests, by packages being maliled 
now or some time before the rush begins 
and sending a letter to the intended re- 
cipient asking him not to open the pack- 
age until Christmas. Mr. Blodgett says 
that some few practice this and have told 
him of the satisfactory result. 


In his suggestions Mr. Blodgett asks 
that all packages be wrapped securely, 
but even with extra precaution many are 
broken open in the hurry. during the 
holidays, the employees both in the post- 
office and on the mail cars not having 
time to handle them with care because 
of the flood of busiriess that comes at 
Christmas time. This dlso could be 
remedied by mailing packages at an early 
date. with instructions not to open until 
a certain time. 


This would insure presents arriving at 
their destinations at the desired time and 
in good condifion. 

The suggestions offered by the post- 
~ epi in mailing Christmas presents fqj- 
Ow: 


“Have your packages wrapped securely, 
but without sealing, in stout paper. These 
packages are thrown together into can- 
vass sacks; the sacks are piled on’ top of 
each other, and your packages miay be 
subjected to great weight over it and 
crushed, or when the sack is emptied it 
may be torn, 

“See that your package is accurately 
weighed, in order that the full 
amount of postage required may be af- 
fixed in stamps. Unless fully prepaid it 
will not leave the office. Hundreds of 
packages last Christmas were either de- 
layed or never reached their destination 
by being short-paid. 

“Recoliect that postage is rated by 
ounces. Scales that do not weigh ounces 
will not give correct weight. Ample ar- 
rangements will be made at the post- 
office for correctly weighing your pack-
